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True Wisdom --

| “They that be wise shall shine as the brightness of the 
firmament; and they that turn many to righteousness as the 
stars for ever and ever.’—Dan. 12:8. 


That is the testimony of an old 
man, and one who had the rich- 
est and deepest experience of any 
man living on the face of the 
earth at the time. He was taken 
down to Babylon when a young 
man; some Bible students think 
he was not more than twenty 
years of age. If anyone had said, 
when this young Hebrew was car- 
ried away into captivity, that he 
would outrank all the mighty men 
of that day—that all the generals 
who had been victorious in almost 
every nation at that time were to 
be eclipsed by this young slave— 
probably no one would have be- 
lieved it. Yet for five hundred 
years no man whose life is re- 
corded in history shone as did this 
man, He outshone Nebuchadnez- 
zar, Belshazzar, Cyrus, Darius, 
and all the princes and mighty 
monarchs of his day, 

We are not told when he was 
converted to a knowledge of the 
true God, but I think we have 
good reason to believe that he had 
been brought under the influence 
of Jeremiah the prophet. Evident- 
ly some earnest, godly man, and 
no worldly professor, had made a 
deep impression upon him. Some- 
one had at any rate taught him 
how he was to serve God. 


Daniel Lived for Ged ina 
Different Place 


We hear people newadays talk- 
ing about the hardness of the 
field where they labor; they say 
their position is a very peculiar 
one. Think of the field in which 
Daniel had to work. He was not 
only a slave, but he was held 
captive by a nation that detested 
the. Hebrews. The language was 
unknown to him. There he was 
among idolaters; yet he com- 
menced at once to shine. He took 
his stand for God from the very 
first, and so he went on through 
his whole life. He gave the dew 
of his youth to God, and he con- 
tinued faithful right on till his 
pilgrimage was ended. 

Notice that all those who have 
made a. deep impression on the 
world, and have shone most 
brightly have been men who lived 
in a dark day. Look at Joseph; 
he was sold as a slave into Egypt 
by the Ishmaelites; yet he took 
his God with him into captivity, 
as Daniel afterwards did. And he 
remained true to the last; he did 
not give up his faith because he 
had been taken away from home 
and placed among idolaters. He 
stood firm, and God stood by him.

Look at Moses who turned his 
back upon the gilded palaces of 
Egypt, and identified himself with 
his despised and’ down-trodden na- 
tion. If a man ever had a hard 
field it was Moses; yet he shone 
brightly, and never proved un- 
faithful to his God. ; 

Elijah lived in a far darker day 
than we do. The whole nation was 
going over to idolatry. Ahab and 
his queen, and all the royal court 
were throwing their’ influence 
against the ‘worship of the true 
God. Yet Elijah stood firm, and 
shone brightly in that dark and 
evil day. How his name stands 
out on the page of history! 

Look at John the Baptist. I 
used to think I would like to live

“For I bear them record that they have a zeal of God, 
but not according to knowledge. For they being ignorant of 
God’s righteousness, and going about to establish their own 
righteousness, have not submitted themselves unto the right- 
eousness of God.

This is a personal testimony. My 
heart’s desire and prayer to God 
is that these words will be a bless- 
ing to the saved and those who 
want to be saved, 


I can remember as a small boy 
having the desire to be the right 
kind of person, There was an 
emptiness in my heart. 

Having realized that something 
was wrong, I began to think about 
God and my relationship to Him. 
Both my mother and my father 
were nominal followers of Alex- 
ander Campbell. I felt what was 
good for mother and father, re- 
ligiously, was good enough for 
me. 

I was brought up under the 
teachings of Alexander Campbell 
as advocated today by the so- 
called “Church of Christ.” This 
movement, according to the 1958 
Information Please Almanac, had 


its beginning in the early part of | 4 


the nineteenth century. Their 
main contention is an intellectual 
belief in Christ and water bap- 
tism, believing that it procures 
for one the forgiveness of past 
sins. 

So, when a teen-ager, I accept- 
ed the plan of salvation as taught 
by the followers of Alexander 
Campbell, namely, hear, believe, 
repent, confess, be baptized, ob- 
serve the Lord’s Supper every 
Sunday, and live an exemplary 
life. 

After my baptism, I sincerely 
tried to live up to the high stand- 
ard of Jesus, but this sincere ef- 
fort ended each day in failure, 
leaving me in a state of despair. 
Something kept pulling me back 
to the things of the flesh and the 
world. And therefore this tortur- 
ing question kept ringing in my 
mind, ‘‘Am I being good enough to 
go to Heaven if I should die or

if the Lord should come?” I con- 
tinued in this state of uncertainty 
for many years. Finally in March, 
1953, a sad experience occurred 
which brought me to a_ true 
knowledge of what it meant to 
trust Christ for salvation. 

My brother-in-law’s six year old 
daughter died in the hospital. I 
attended the funeral with a heavy 
heart, and during the minister’s 
message, the Holy Spirit convict- 
ed me of my sins. For the first 
time I truly saw my condition be- 
fore God. 

For ‘several hours after the 
funeral, I labored under the load 
of convicting consciousness of my 
sinful condition. Observing that I 
was under conviction, my brother- 
in-law began to talk to me apo 
my soul. He told me about Chri

beams with joy over his son. The 
feast of good things prepared! 
Strange, strange that the Lord 
Jesus, who now faces a crucifixion 
in two or three short days, should 
be absorbed in this vision of a 
glorious wedding feast!

Yet, in the shadow of the 
world’s most unspeakable tragedy, 
the blood, the tears, the betrayal, 
the denial, the suffering, the sep- 
aration from fellowship with the 
Father—all this Jesus brushes 
aside and leoks to a glorious wed- 
ding feast! : 

I think the explanation is given 
in Hebrews 12:2 where we are 
commanded to look to Jesus “who 
for the joy that was set before 
him endured the cross, despising 
the shame, and is set down at the 
right hand of the throne of God.” 
In the midst of the horror of 
coming suffering, pain and death,

the Lord Jesus looked to the glor- 
lous reaping! He looked to “the 
joy that was set before him.” Oh, 
when the Lord Jesus saw them 
coming, the uncounted millions 
who would be purchased by the 
blood, people coming from all 
ages and all times, with white 
robes of righteousness, and sitting 
down at the heavenly marriage 
feast when God the Father pre- 
sided at the wedding of His Son to 
His redeemed bride—when Jesus

THE SWORD OF THE LORD is not 
to put on its regular conference 
on revival and soul winning" at 
Lake Louise, Toccoa, Georgia, 
next year. We have heen there 
with fifteen weeks of conferences 
in thirteen years. We have had 
the largest capwds year after year, 
with almost no exceptions. There 
have been no complaints about the 
preaching, about the music, or 
about the -behavior of the great 
crowds. No one has claimed that 
we were unkind or uncehristian in 
attitude, or that we have preached 
false doctrine, or that we were 
worldly. Year after year the con- 
ference ground itself, and other 
pastors in the area, gave to the 
conference their radio time. Lives 
were changed. Always some were 
saved. 


In the conference this year, the 
Fourth of July week, we had the 
accommodations full throughout 
the week and’ some have com- 
plained that they could not get 
in for meals. It was the most 
fruitful year we have ever had. 
There were 167 professing their 
faith in Christ through the per- 
sonal work, street services, visita- 
tion, and the services at the con- 
ference grounds in a week, and 
others saved as the inspired Chris- 
tian workers went to their homes 
in many states. 


But we are not invited back. 
Why? Those who are supposed to 
know say it was the influence of 
Dr. Billy Graham and his friends 
and some Southern Baptists. 

However, we are not discour- 
aged. Long ago we learned that 
the servant is no better than his 
Lord, Jesus. said; ‘““Woe- unto-you, 
when all men shall speak well of 
you!” He plainly said the time 
would come when some. would 
think they did God a service to 
kill faithful Christians. We are 
promised that if we suffer with 
Him we will reign with Him. We 
here at the Sword of the Lord 
are _Come-Outers.--We are not 
Stay-Iners. And so in the case of 
Lake Louise also we are outside 
the gate with the Lord Jesus 
bearing His reproach.

His testimony has 
done Jots of good. In the matter 
of Lake Louise, I have no doubt 
that he has been influenced by 
preachers. An honest layman can- 
not be blamed too much when 
preachers lead him astray, lead 
him to support the wrong crowd, 
lead him to compromise with mod- 
ernism, or, perhaps to be against 
some preacher who _ preaches 
clearly against modernism and 
against yoking up with unbeliev- 
ers. We have great respect for 
Mr. LeTourneau. And I am sorry 
that we will not be able to boost 
Lake Louise in the future as we 
have for so many years in the 
past, and we will be going else- 
where. 

Now read the editor’s letter to 
Mr. LeTourneau- nearly two 
months ago. : 


“Dear Mr. LeTourneau: 


“Enclosed you will find a copy 
of a letter from Brother Channing 
P. Hayes, the manager of Lake 
Louise Conference Grounds, say- 
ing that he must discontinue the 
annual Sword of the Lord Con- 
ference on Evangelism. 


“Since I feel a matter of such 
importance would not have been 
settled without your knowledge 
and consent and _ probably _ not 
without your direct order, I am 
writing you-and sending a carbon 
copy of this letter to Brother 
Hayes. I hope you will prayerfully 
reconsider this matter. I know 
that you are a good man who 
loves the Lord and tries to serve 
Him. I have confidence in you and 
I write as a Christian brother hop- 
ing that we may be allowed to 
come again next year to Lake 
Louise as we have for the past 
twelve years. . 

“Here are some of the reasons 
I feel will have weight with you. 

“1. The conference has done 
much very real good. It is not 
only a Bible conference, but a 
conference on revival and _ soul 
winning, and we have abundant 
evidence year after year that 
many preachers have their minis- 
try changed. They begin to be 
successful in their soul-winning 
efforts. They learn to put on a 
visitation program in their 
churches. They learn the secrets 
of revival. In literally hundreds of 
letters from pastors they tell us 
that their lives are revolutionized 
in these conferences on revival. 

“2.-The conferences actually re- 
sult in many souls saved. For 
example, in the recent conference 
there June 29-July 5, we set a 
goal of one hundred souls we 
hoped ‘to win with the people 
coming to the conference and go- 
ing home, and with a supervised 
visitation program in Toccoa, Ac- 
tually our records showed 167 
people won to Christ by Friday 
of that week. We had extended 
lessons in soul winning. We or- 
ganized more than sixty workers 
who went from house to house 
in Toccoa. We have already heard 
from others who won souls on 
the road home. And Christian 
worker after Christian worker 
said, ‘Oh, if I had known how 
to do this before!’ And many of 
them will, I am sure. 

“I think we may Safely say, 
that rarely if ever does a Bible 
conference have such a soul-win- 
ning impact. 

“3. I feel that we have helped 
make Lake Louise known over 
the nation by advertising it every 
year, with pictures, and good 
propaganda, The advertising we 
do for Lake Louise will run into 
thousands of dollars each year if 
paid for in any effort to reach 
the whole nation as we do. This 
continued emphasis before the 
THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp, including some 22,000 
preachers who get the magazine, 
is bound to be of great help to 
Lake Louise, This year, for ex- 
ample, we had people from 


Brownsville, Weatherford, Gar- 
land, and Longview, Texas; from 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia, Florida, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, and Missouri, 
that I remember; some from On- 
tario, Canada, and probably some 
from ether states (I do not have 
the cards before me). Increasing- 
ly people are looking toward Lake 
Louise. I have felt that the South 
especially needs an interdenomina- 
tional, fundamental Bible confer- 
ence ground, and that it would 
take years of work to make it go 
as it ought to because of the 
strong denominational conference 
grounds like Ridgecrest, etc., but 
I felt we were serving God to help 
in that. 


“IT enclose from THE SWorD OF 
THE Lorp the big announcement 
we had about Lake Louise this 
year, 


“You will note that Mr. Hayes 
says, ‘During these years, you 
have been influential in bringing 
more people to the conference 
grounds than perhaps any other 
one individual.’ I think our con- 
ference has consistently been the 
largest one, except for one or two 
years where groups of Christian 
business men or teen-agers may 
have had larger attendance. This 
year, Mr. Hayes tells me, there 
was real difficulty taking care of 
all the people Monday through 
Friday, and the dining hall was 
full. I believe it is greatly to the 
good of Lake Louise as a confer- 
ence grounds to have a Sword 
conference or two there each year. 


“4, I believe the impact on the 
town itself is good. Although I 
know that the First Baptist pas- 
tor was not friendly to the con- 
ference (he was telling, weeks 
before the conference, that this 
would be the last year the Sword 
of the Lord would be there, I un- 
derstand), yet the town as a 
whole is friendly. The Christian 
Business Men’s Committee had me 
for luncheon and to speak. And 
some of these fine men had made, 
arranged for, and paid for a large 
sign across the street announcing 
the Sword of the Lord conference. 
This they did at their own ex- 
pense. I was guest speaker at 
Calvary Baptist Church on the 
closing Sunday and the _ pastor 
said he would have had one of 
our speakers the Sunday before if 
he could. The service was broad- 
east. The radio stations are friend- 
ly. 
“T believe that the Sword of the 
Lord conference has made friends, 
has done good, has made the 
community more favorable to the 
conference grounds, and that you 
would be justified in having the 
Sword of the Lord come back for 
a conference each year, even for 
the good done in the local com- 
munity. : 

“5. I think there is a very ser- 
ious matter of a Christian right 
and wrong involved here. We who 
are out-and-out fundamentalists 
do not try to prevent borderline 
and ‘ecumenical’ Christians from 
having conferences, revivals, etc. 
Where we cannot conscientiously 
go along, we say so, but we do 
not lift a finger to hinder the 
rather innocuous programs. and 
conferences put on by many, many 
nice groups of people in America, 
Christian people whom we love 
and respect though we do not 
necessarily agree with them on 
some details. Now why is it that 
good Christians would want to 
hinder the work of out-and-out 
fundamentalists? Even if you do 
not oppose modernism, even if you 
think it well to play along with 
modernists somewhat, why should 
you wish to hinder those of us 
who have lifelong deep convic- 
tions which do not allow us to 
work with modernists? Why stop 
the ‘Sword of the Lord conference? 
I do not believe that that kind 
of action would fit a good Chris- 
tian testimony. I do not think it 
is good for the cause of Christ. 
I think on sober and prayerful 
thought you will agree with me 
bécause I know you are a good 
man and I know you are interest- 
ed in soul winning and that you 
believe the Bible. 

“Why should there be no fight 
on modernism but only on us who 
are fundamentalists? I do not 
think that is your real position,

Singapore’s Stand on Smut 

It has not been infrequent of 
late that so-called heathen nations

Then he added: “Just as 
harmful are the magazines which 
glamorize the promiscuous life of 
celebrities, dwell at length on 
barnyard morals of the less repu- 
table film stars and generally con- 
vey the impression that the only 
interesting people worth writing 
about are call girls, pimps, gang- 
sters and mren who made quick 
fortunes by obviously shady 
means.”

Why, when Queen Jezebel was 
killing the prophets of the Lord, I 
hid some, fifty in each of two 
caves, and fed them on bread and 
water! I saved their lives and 
now you want me to tell Ahab 
you are here and he will kill 
me!” 

Of course Elijah assured Oba- 
diah that he would actually show 
himself to the king that day, and 
he went to take the message to 
Ahab; 


Now when the king and the 
prophet met, Ahab said, “Art thou 
he that troubleth Israel?” 

Elijah answered, “I haven't 
caused the trouble, but you and 
your household have troubled Is- 
rael, by forsaking the command- 
ments of God and following the 
false god, Baal. 

“Now, you issue a proclamation 
to all the people of Israel, and 
to the 450 prophets of Baal, telling 
them to come together on Mount 
Carmel.” So all the people of Is- 
rael came, and the 450 prophets 
of Baal who were being fed at 
Jezebel’s table in the king’s house 
were brought there to Carmel. 

Then Elijah, the prophet of the 
Lord, got up and issued this chal- 
lenge: “How long halt ye_ be- 
tween two opinions? Make up 
your minds, If the Lord is God, 
then follow Him; and if Baal, fol- 
low him.” 

And the Bible tells us the people 
answered not a word. They 
couldn’t make up their minds, 
could they? 

So Elijah made them a proposi- 
tion and this is how it went: “I 
am the only prophet of the Lord 
left and there are 450 men, proph- 
ets of Baal. Let them choose a 
bullock or ox, and prepare it for 
a sacrifice. And I will take another 
bullock and prepare it for a sac- 
rifice. Neither of us may put any 
fire under it. And they will pray 
to their god and I will call on 
the name of the Lord. And the 
God who answers by fire will be 
God of all!” 

And the people said, “Well spo- 
ken! We will do as you propose.” 

You know Elijah knew that his 
God was the true God, so he could 
afford to be generous. So he told 
the prophets of Baal: “I will give 
you first chance. Choose your bul- 
lock first because there are many 
of you, dress it and prepare it for 
sacrifice, but don’t put a fire un- 
der it.”” So they started. They had 
plenty of help, so perhaps some 
of them killed the ox and cut it 
in pieces while others took stones 
and built the altar to put it on. 
Then they all began to pray to 
their god for fire for the sacrifice. 
Can you imagine what an un- 
earthly racket 450 men made, 
calling from morning till noon, “O 
Baal, hear us’? Finally noon came 
and there was no fire. Elijah be- 
gan to mock the prophets of Baal. 
They had been calling their god 
and leaping on their altar. Now 
he said, “Cry aloud, for he is 
a god, Perhaps he is asleep or 
talking to someone. Perhaps he is 
out hunting [pursuing] and can’t 
hear you.” So the prophets of 
Baal shouted, hoping to awaken 
their sleeping god. The Bible tells 
us they cut themselves’ with 
knives and lancets till the blood 
gushed out upon them. And still 
there was no answer. They prayed 
and cried to their god till the 
time of the evening sacrifice, but 
“there was neither voice, nor any 


a 


Of course no fire appeared, as 
those prophets may have known, 
since they leaped on the altar and 
would have been killed had fire 
fallen. 

Finally Elijah called the people 
to him. It was obvious that noth- 
ing would happen at the altar of 
Baal. He repaired the altar of 
the Lord that was torn down, 


using twelve stones to represent 


the twelve tribes of Israel. And 
then he did a strange thing: he 
dug a large trench around the al- 
tar. He put wood in order upon 
it and the bullock in pieces on the 
wood. Then to some of the people 
he said, “Fill four barrels full of 
water and pour it on the sacrifice 
and on the wood.” And they did 
as Elijah told them. And he said, 
“Fill them again and pour them 
on the sacrifice.’”’ And they poured 
four more barrels of water on it. 
And he told them & third time, 
“Fill the barrels and pour them 
on the sacrifice,” and they filled 
them again and poured the water 
on the sacrifice. And the Bible

in the days of the prophets; but 
I have given up that idea. You 


- may be sure that when a prophet 


appears on the scene, everything 
is dark, and the professing church 
of God has gone over to the ser- 
vice of the god of this world. So 
it was when John the Baptist 
made his appearance. See how his 
name shines out today! Eighteen 
centuries have rolled away, and 
yet the fame of that wilderness 
preacher shines brighter than ev- 
er, He was looked down upon in 
his day and generation, but he 
has outlived all his enemies; his 
name will be revered and his work 
remembered as long as the church 
is on the earth. 


Talk about your field being a 
hard one! See how Paul _ shone 
for God as he went out, the first 
missionary to the heathen, telling 
them of the God whom he served, 
and who had sent His Son to die 
a cruel death in order to save the 
world. Men reviled him and his 
teachings; they laughed him to 
scorn when he spoke of the cruci- 
fied One. But he went on preach- 
ing the Gospel of the Son of God. 
He-was regarded as a poor tent- 
maker by the great and mighty 
ones of his day; but no one can 
now tell the name of any of his 
persecutors, or of those who lived 
at that time, unless their names 
happen to be associated with his, 
and they were brought into con- 
tact with him. 


Everybody Likes to Shine 


Now the fact is, ail men like 
to shine. We may as well ac- 
knowledge it at once. Go into 
business circles, and see how men 
struggle to get into the front 
rank. Everyone wants to outshine 
his neighbor and to stand at the 
head of his profession. Go into the 
political world, and see how there 
is a struggle going on as to who 
shall be the greatest. If you go 
into a school, you will find that 
there is a rivalry among the boys 
and girls. They want to stand at 
the top of the class. When a boy 
does reach this position and out- 
ranks all the rest, the mother is 
very proud of it. She will manage 
to tell all the neighbors how 
Johnnie has got on, and what a 
number of prizes he has gained. 


Go into the army and you find 
the same thing—one trying to out- 
strip the other; everyone is very 
anxious to shine and rise above 
his comrades. Go among the young 
men in their games, and see how 
anxious the one is to outdo the 
other. So .we have all that desire 
in us; we like to shine above our 
fellows. 


And yet there are very few who 
really shine in the world. Once in 
a while one man will outstrip all 
his competitors. Every four years 
what a struggle goes on through- 
out our country as to who shall 
be the President of the United 


States, the battle raging for six 


months or a year. Yet only one 
man can get the prize. There are 
a good many struggling to get the 
place, but many are disappointed, 
because only one can attain the 
coveted prize.’ But in the kingdom 
of God the very least and the 
weakest may shine if they will. 
Not only can one obtain the prize, 
but all may have it if they will. 


It does not say in this passage 
that the statesmen are going to 
shine as the brightness of the 
firmament... The statesmen of 
Babylon are gone; their very 
names are forgotten. 

It does not say that the nobility 
are going to shine, Earth’s nobili- 
ty are soon forgotten. John Bun- 
yan, the Bedford tinker, has out- 
lived the whole crowd of those 
who were the nobility in his day. 
They lived for self, and their 
memory is blotted out. He lived 
for God and for souls, and his 
name is as fragrant as ever it 
was. : 

We are not told that the mer- 
chants are going to shine. Who 
can tell the name of any of the 
millionaires of Daniel’s day? They 
were all buried in oblivion a few 
years after their death. Who were 
the mighty conquerors of that 
day? But few can tell. It is true 
that we hear of Nebuchadnezzar, 
but probably we should not have 
known very much about him but 
of his relations to the prophet 
Daniel. 

How different with this faithful 
prophet of the Lord! Twenty-five 
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centuries have passed away, and 
his name shines on, and on, and 
on, brighter and brighter.’*And it 
is going to shine while the church 
of God exists, “They that be wise 
Shall shine as the brightness of 


the firmament; and they that turn 


many to righteousness as the stars 
for ever and ever.” 


How quickly the glory of this 
world fades away! Eighty years 
ago the great Napoleon almost 
made the earth to tremble. How 
he blazed and shone as an earthly 
warrior for a little while! A few 
years passed and a little island 
held that once proud and mighty 
conqueror; he died a poor broken- 
nuearted prisoner. Where is he to- 
day? Almost forgotten. Who in all 
the world will say that Napoleon 
lives in their heart’s affections? 


Daniel Knew How to Shine 


Forever 
But look at this despised and 
hated Hebrew _ prophet. They 


wanted to put him into the lion’s 
den because he was too sancti- 
monious and too religious. Yet 
see how green his memory is to- 
day! How his name is loved and 
honored for his faithfulness to his 
God. 

Many years ago I was in Paris, 
at the time of the Great Exhibi- 
tion. Napoleon the Third was then 
in his glory. Cheer after cheer 
would rise as he drove along the 
streets of the city. A few short 
years, and he fell from his lofty 
estate. He died an exile from his 
country and his throne, and where 
is his name today? Very few 
think about him at all, and if his 
name is mentioned it is not with 
love and esteem. How empty and 
short-lived are the glory and the 
pride of this world! If we are 
wise, we will live for God and 
eternity; we will get outside of 
ourselves, and will care nothing 
for the honor and glory of this 
world. In Proverbs we read: ‘He 
that winneth souls is wise.” If 
any man, woman, or child by 
a godly life and example can win 
one soul to God, their life will 
not have been a failure. They will 
have outshone all the mighty men 
of their day, because they will 
have set a stream in motion that 
will flow on and on forever and 
ever. 

God has left. us down here to 
shine. We are not here to buy 
and sell and get gain, to accumu- 
late wealth, to acquire worldly 
position. This earth, if we are 
Christians, is not our home; it 
is up yonder. God has sent us into 
the world to shine for Him—to 
light up this dark world. Christ 
came to be the Light of the 
world, but men put out that light. 
They took it to Calvary, and blew 
it out. Before Christ went up on 
high, He said to His disciples: 
“Ye are the light of the world. 
Ye are My witnesses. Go forth and 
carry the Gospel to the perish- 
ing nations of the earth.” 

So God has called us to shine, 
just as much as Daniel was sent 
into Babylon to shine. Let no man 
or woman say that they cannot 
shine because they have not so 
much influence as some others 
may have. What God wants you 
to do is to use the influence you 


have. Daniel probably did _ not 
have much influence down in 
Babylon at first, but God soon 


gave him more, because he was 
faithful and used what he had. 

Remember a small light will do 
a great deal when it is in a very 
dark place. Put one little tallow 
candle in the middle of a large 
hall, and it will give a good deal 
of light. 

Away out in the prairie regions, 
when meetings are held at night 
in the log schoolhouses, the an- 
nouncement of the meeting is giv- 
en out in this way: 

“A meeting will be held by ear- 
ly candle-light.”’ 

The first man who comes brings 
a tallowdip with him. It is per- 
haps all he has; but he brings it, 
and sets it on the desk. It does 
not light the building much; but 
it is better than nothing at all. 
The next man brings his candle; 
and the next family bring theirs. 
By the time the house is full, 
there is plenty of light. So if we 
all shine a little, there will be a 
good deal of light. That is what 
God wants us to do. If we cannot 
all be lighthouses, any one of us 
ean at any rate be a tallow can- 
dle. . 

A little light will sometimes do 
a great deal. The city of Chi- 
cago was set on fire by a cow 
kicking over a lamp, and a hun- 


dred thousand people were burnt 
out of house and home. Do not 
let Satan get the advantage of 
you, and make’ you think that be- 
cause you cannot do any great 
thing you cannot do anything at 
all. 


Jesus Commands, “Let Your 
Light Shine’”’ 

Then we must remember that 
we are to let our light shine. It 
does not say, “Make your light 
shine.’ You do not have to make 
light to shine; all you have to 
do is to let it shine. 


I remember hearing of a man 
at sea who was very seasick. If 
there is a time when a man feels 
that he cannot do any work for 
the Lord it is then—in my opin- 
ion. While this man was sick, he 
heard that someone had fallen 
overboard. He was wondering if he 
could do anything to help save 
the man. He laid hold of a light, 
and held it up to the port-hole. 
The drowning man was. saved. 
When this man got over his at- 
tack of sickness, he went on deck 
one day and was talking with the 
man who was rescued. The saved 
man gave this testimony. He said 
he had gone down the second time, 


and was just going down again 
for the last time, when he put 
out his hand. Just then, he said, 


someone held a light at the port- 
nole, and the light fell on it. A 
sailor caught him by the hand 
and pulled him into the lifeboat. 

It seemed a small thing to do 
to hold up the light; yet it saved 
the man’s life. If you eannot do 
some great thing you can hold 
the light for some poor, perishing 
drunkard, who may be won to 
Christ and delivered from destruc- 
tion. Let us take the torch of sal- 
vation and go into the dark 
homes, and hold up Christ to the 
people as the Saviour of the world. 
If the perishing masses are to be 
reached, we must lay our lives 
right alongside theirs, and pray 
with them and labor for them. I 
would not give much for a man’s 
Christianity if he is saved himself 
and is not willing to try to save 
others. It seems to me the basest 
ingratitude if we do not reach 
out the hand to others who are 
down in the same pit’ from which 
we were delivered. Who is able to 
‘each and help. drinking men like 
those who have themselves been 
slaves to the intoxicating cup? 
Will you not go out this very 
day and seek to rescue these men? 
If we were all to do what we can, 
we should soon empty the drink- 
ing-saloons. : 

I remember reading of a_ blind 
man who was found sitting at the 
corner of a street in a great city 
with a lantern beside him. Some- 
one went up to him and asked 
what he had the lantern there for, 
seeing that he was blind, and the 
light was the same to him as the 
darkness. The blind man replied: 

“T have it so that no one may 
stumble over me.” 

Dear friends, let us think of 
that. Where one man reads the 
Bible, a hundred read you and 
me. That is what Paul meant 
when he said we were to be living 
epistles of Christ, known and read 
of all men. I would not give much 
for all that can be done by ser- 
mons, if we do not preach Christ 
by our lives. If we do not com- 
mend the Gospel to people by our 
holy walk and conversation, we 
shall not win them to Christ. 
Some little act of kindness will 
perhaps do more to influence them 
than any number of long sermons. 


“Tet the Lower Lights 
Be Burning” 


A vessel was caught in a storm 
on Lake Erie, and they were try- 
ing to make for the harbor of 
Cleveland. At the entrance of that 
port they had what are called 
the upper lights and the lower 
lights. Away back on the bluffs 
were the upper lights burning 
brightly enough; but when they 
came near the harbor they could 
not see the lights showing the 
entrance to it. The pilot said he 
thought they had better get back 
on the lake again. The captain 
said he was sure they would go 
down if they went back, and he 
urged the pilot. to do what he 
could to gain the harbor, The pilot 
said there was very little hope of 
making the harbor, as he had 
nothing to guide him as to how 
he should steer the ship. They 
tried all they could to get her in. 
She rode on the top of the waves, 
and then into the trough of the 
sea, and at last they found them- 


selves stranded on the _ beach, 
where the vessel was dashed to 
pieces. Someone had neglected the 
lower lights, and they had gone 
out. 


Let us take warning. God keeps 
the upper lights burning § as 
brightly as ever, but He has left 
us down here to keep the lower 
lights burning. We are to repre- 
sent Him here, as Christ repre- 
sents us up yonder. I sometimes 
think if we had as poor a repre- 
sentative in the courts above as 
God has down here on earth, we 
would have a pretty poor chance 
of Heaven, Let us have our loins 
girt and our lights brightly burn- 
ing, so that others may see the 
way and not walk in darkness. 

Speaking of a lighthouse re- 
minds me of what I heard about a 
man in the State of Minnesota 
who, some years ago, was caught 
in a fearful storm. That state is 
cursed with storms which come 
sweeping down so suddenly in the 
winter time that escape is diffi- 
cult. The snow will fall and the 
wind will beat it into the face of 
the traveler so that he cannot see 
two feet ahead. Many a man ha: 
been lost on the prairies when he 
has got caught in one of those 
storms. 

This man was caught and was 
almost on the point of giving up, 
when he saw a _littie hght in a 
log house. He managed to gef 
there, and found a_ shelter from 
the fury of the tempest. He is 
now a wealthy man. As soon as 
he was able, he bought the farm, 
and built a beautiful house on the 
spot where the log building stood. 
On the top of a tower he put a 
revolving light, and every. night 
when there comes a storm he 
lights it up in hope that it may 
be the means of saving someone 
else. 

That is true gratitude, and that 
is what God wants us to do. If He 
has rescued us and brought us 
up out of the horrible pit, let us 
be always looking to see if there 
is not someone else whom we can 
help to save. 

I remember hearing of two men 
who had charge of a revolving 
light in a lighthouse on a rock- 
bound and stormy coast. Some- 
how the machinery went wrong, 
and the light did not revolve. 
They were so afraid that those 
at sea should mistake it for some 
other light, that they worked all 
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the night through to keep the 
light moving round. 

Let us keep our lights in the 
proper place, so that the worid 
may see that the religion of Christ 
is not a sham but a reality. It 
is said that in the Grecian sports 
they had the game where the 
men ran with lights, They lit a 
torch at the altar, and ran a cer- 
tain distance; sometimes’ they 
were on horseback. If a man came 
in with his light still burning, he 
received a prize; if his light had 
gone out, he lost. the prize. 

How many there are who, in 
their old age, have lost their light 
and their joy! They were once 
burning and shining lights in the 
family, in the Sunday School, and 
in the church. But something has 
come in between them and God 
the world or self—and their light 
has gone out. Reader, if you are 
one who has had this experience, 
may God help you to come back 
to the altar of the Saviour’s love 
and light up your torch anew, so 
that you can go out into the 
lanes and alleys, and let the light 
of the Gospel shine in these dark 
homes.

As | said, if we 
only lead one soul to Jesus Christ 
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we may set a stream in motion 
that will flow on when we are 
dead and gone. Away up the 


mountain side there is a little 
spring; it seems so small that an 
ox might drink it up at a draught. 
By and by it becomes. a rivulets 
other rivulets run into it. Before 
long it is a large brook, and then

thee.” In the midst of crucifixion 
there -is joy and praise over the 
radiant vision of a future joyous 
day! The Lord Jesus will see all 
the redeemed of all ages. They 
will meet Him at the wedding 
feast in Heaven. And so, short 
hours away from betrayal and 
abuse and pain and a_ horrible 
death, the Lord Jesus tells of that 
great wedding feast where He 
will be the healer and bridegroom 
and where the redeemed of the 
Lord will assemble. 

Sometime before this the Lord 
Jesus had told about ‘a certain 
man [who] made a great supper, 
and bade many,” as recorded in 
Luke 14:16-24. There the emphasis 
is on soul winning and on the fool- 
ish excuses of those who rejected 
Christ. But here in Matthew 22 
the emphasis is on the wedding 
feast itself, and on those who at- 
tend, and their garments, and -on 
the one gate-crasher who did not 
get to the wedding feast because 
he had not on the wedding gar- 
ment! 

I do not wonder that the dear 
Lord Jesus looked forward with 
great joy to the wedding supper 
in Heaven. It will come, we sup- 
pose, soon after the rapture when 
all the saints whoa sleep will be 
raised up and we who are alive 
and remain will be changed and 
caught up together with them to 
meet the Lord in the air. And 
then begins that great era when 
the Lord Jesus will come unto 
His own. It is the beginning of 
triumph. 

Just now the Lord Jesus sits 
on the right hand of the Father 
in His throne waiting till His 
enemies be made His _ footstool. 
But following the wedding supper 
the Lord Jesus will soon come 
back to earth crowned with many 
crowns riding upon a white horse 
and with all the armies of Heaven 
following Him! Then will come 
the hour which is foretold in Phil- 
ippians 2:9-11, “Wherefore God 
also hath highly exalted him, and 
given him a name which is above 
every name: That at the. name 
of Jesus every knee should bow, 
of things in heaven, and things 
in earth, and things under the 
earth: And that every tongue 
should confess that Jesus Christ 
is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father.” 

When Jesus comes back to this 
earth, He will come in glory and 
not in humiliation. The Lord Jesus 
icame to earth the first time to 
die for the sins of the world. He 
will come the second time to 
tread the wine press with the 
fierceness and wrath of Almighty 
God.

Children and com- 
mon people tore branches from 
the palm trees and laid their 
garments in the. path, = and 
they shouted, “Hosanna to the 
son of David: Blessed is he 
that cometh in the name of 
the Lord.” But the religious 
leaders rebuked them and rebuked 
Jesus. He rode into the city ac- 
cording to prophecy, but that 
same city would soon condemn 
Him to-.die and mock Him as He 
hung naked on a cross. But Jesus 
will come the second time riding 
on a white horse, King of Kings 
and Lord of Lords. And all the 
angels of Heaven will sing, ‘‘All- 
eluia: for the Lord God omnipot- 
ent reigneth,” 

All the angels bow their knees 
to Him gladly, but then every- 
body in Heaven and earth and 
Hell will bow their knees to Jesus. 
The wicked on earth will cry for 
rocks and mountains to fall on 
them and hide them from the face 
of the Lord Jesus.

I, A World That Turns Down 
the Lord Jesus Christ 
Some Christians who - spirit- 
ualize the Bible and read_ into 
parables and teachings their own 
meanings never intended by the 
Lord have thought that Jesus’ 
parable of the leaven pictured a 
world that little by little would be 
won to Christ, a world converted. 
They thought that as leaven or 
yeast spreads through the dough 
until all is raised, so the Gospel and 
education and laws and govern- 
ments and civilization and science 
would little by little make this 
world into a paradise of God. And 
unbelieving men have taught that 
there is something so noble and 
divine in the heart and nature 
of every human being, a spark of 
divinity in each, that eventually 
the whole world would be good 
and all men would be saved. Noth- 
ing like this is taught. in the Bi- 
ble. And here the Lord Jesus 
openly rebukes and corrects such 
sinful and unbelieving doctrine. 


1. Jesus Shows That Even Up 
to-the Rapture This Will Not 
Be a Converted. World 


The invitation for the supper 
was given to all, but not all ac- 
cepted it. The king ‘sent forth 
his servants to call them that 
were bidden to the wedding: and 
they would not come.” In the min- 
istry of the Lord Jesus He said 
sadly to the Jews, “Ye will not 
come to me, that ye might have 
life’ (John 5:40). Jesus could not 
well be misunderstood when He 
said, “Enter ye in at the strait 
gate: for wide is the gate, and 
broad is the way, that leadeth 
to destruction, and many there 
be which go in thereat: Because 
strait is the gate, and narrow is 
the way, which leadeth unto life, 
and few there be that find it” 
(Matt. 7:13, 14). There are many 
who go the broad way to de- 
struction. There are few that find 
the way to life through Christ; 
so Jesus plainly said! 

In Acts 15:14, we find that 
James states the case clearly: 
“Simeon hath declared how God 
at the first did visit the Gentiles, 


to take out of them a people for 
his name.”’ It is not that all the 
Jews or all the Gentiles will be 
saved, but God visited the Gentiles 
“to take out of them a people 
for his name.” 

We are plainly told in the ac- 
counts of the rapture that “one

This world, of . course, recog- 
nizes some of the great days which 
are dear to Christians. Christmas? 
They are glad to make it a com- 
mercial holiday to sell all the 
goods they can! Easter? Oh yes, 
that is the best time to sell spring 
clothes! So they honor Christmas 
with “Jingle bells! Jingle bells! 
Jingle all the way!” And with a 
potbellied Santa Claus who ad- 
vertises Seagrams whisky, and 
with lies that can hardly deceive 
anybody but the smallest children. 
And at Easter time they have 
rabbits that lay eggs and other 
fictions and follies; unsaved men 
have only lightness for the holy 
things of God. 

“They made light of it.” 
strange that is in view of the 
awful destiny of the lost! Can a 
man think of the fires of eternal 
Hell and make light of it? They 
do! 

Can a man think Hhghtly on 
the uncertainty of life, the creep- 
ing and then a sudden pounce of 
unexpected death, and the end 
of all human hopes and _ profit 
and joys for men and women who 
reject Christ? Oh yes, they can 
make light of it and they do. Can 
men hear about the sufferings of 
the Saviour, of a deep compassion 
for sinners, of His loving offer 
of mercy, and still make light of 
the Gospel? Oh yes, they do. And 
so when the king’s servants bid 
people to come to the wedding 
feast many make light of it and 
go their way. 


How 


3. “They ... Went Their Ways, 
One to His Farm, Another 
to His Merchandise” 


They are all occupied with tem- 
porary things. 

It is not surprising that they 
“went their ways.” That is one of 
the alarming accusations God has 
for the human race. In Isaiah 


53:6 the Scripture says, “All we 
like sheep have gone astray; we 
have turned every one to his own 
way.” Part of the wickedness of 
sin is being obsessed with our- 
selves, wanting our own ways. The 
man who gets his own way gets 
sin, for self is tainted and sinful 
and fallen. By nature we are not 
good. And one who follows the 
natural inclinations of the flesh 
will land in terrible sin. 


But they went their own ways. 
One went to his farm, another to 
his merchandise. “A man has to 
make a living,” they say. It is 
part of men’s religion that they 
hold their jobs, that they sell 
their goods, that they raise their 
crops. Men who let their girls 
ay the harlot in unchap- 
| eroned cars parked by roadsides 
at midnight take great pains to 
raise their hogs to fit the market 
and raise their hybrid corn to get 
the greatest returns. Men who 
take no pains for the discipline 
and training and character of 
their sons take great pains to sell 
their merchandise or elect their 
candidate or to get to be general 
manager or vice-president. 


A wicked old man lay dying in 
the South years ago. The family 
called the preacher, Maybe Father 
would turn to Christ on his death- 
bed. But when the preacher stood 
by’ the bedside and talked about 
Jesus, an eerie light came into 
the eyes of the old man, = and 
in a delirium he cried out, “They 
are in there again! Get out of my 
apple trees, you boys, I'll call the 
law.” He was thinking of his or- 
chards, and could not think about 
his immortal soul. 

And Jesus told about a man 
who raised great crops and built 
new barns, and said tod himself, 
“Soul, thou hast much goods laid 
up for many years; take thine 
ease, eat, drink, and be merry.” 
And the Lord said to him, “Thou 
fool, this night thy soul shall be 
required of thee’ (Luke 12:19, 
20). Oh, it is folly, it is wicked 
obsession with things instead of 
eternity and God and righteous- 
ness and forgiveness and goodness, 
that lead men on to Hell. One of 
these days that grasping hand will 
grow stiff and cold, and all the 
coins in it will slip between those 
palsied fingers! 

Six honorary pallbearers sat at 
a grave side while the closing 
ceremonies of the funeral were 
completed. One whispered to the 
other about the rich man who 
died, “How much did he leave?” 

The other whispered back, ‘“He 
left it all!” He took none of it 
with him! 

So they worked their farms and 
sold their goods and let their poor 
souls go to Hell! They missed the 


wedding supper! So many do.

and how to trust Him to save me. 

hen we bowed for prayer. There 
I did trust Christ the best I knew 
how and an assurance was given 
to me that my sins were forgiven. 

According to Campbell's teach- 
ing, faith is merely an intellectual 
assent to the fact that Jesus 
Christ: is the Son of God. But, it 
is more than that. Faith is be- 
lieving that He is the Son of God, 
then trusting Him completely for 
the salvation of the soul. 

The Bible says, “But as many 
as received him [Jesus], to them 
gave he power to become the sons 
of God, even to them that believe 
on his name” (John 1:12). 

A definition of “saving faith” is 
the acceptance by the intellect, af- 
fection, and will of God’s favor ex- 
tended to man through Christ. 

Another definition is a complete 
trust, a confidence toward, and a 
total reliance. upon Christ. 

The Bible also says, “Therefore 
being justified by faith, we have 


peace with God through our Lord. 


Jesus Christ” (Rom. 5:1). 

Many wonderful things hap- 
pened as a result of my salvation. 
When Christ came into my heart, 
there came peace, joy, and many 
other things too numerous to 
mention. ” 

The Bible says, “But the fruit 
of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, faith, meekness, temperance: 
against such there is no law”

4. The Hate and Murder Back of 
All Christ Rejection 


There is a startling statement 
from the mouth of the Lord Jesus 
in the story of the wedding feast. 
In verse 6, after telling how some 
made light of the messengers of 
the king and how others went 
their way to farm and merchan- 
dise, we are told, “And the rem- 
nant took his servants, and en- 
treated them spitefully, and slew 
them.” Here Jesus talks about 
His preachers and prophets, those 
who are hated and slain down 
through the years. Here He means 
Abel, that righteous man who died 
under the hand of Cain; here He 
means all the prophets of the Old 
Testament who were slain. Here 
He means Stephen, murdered be- 
cause of his preaching. Here He 
means Paul, languishing in a Ro- 
man prison and then beheaded! 
Here He means every mother who 
was ever insulted by her wayward 
boy. Here He means every preach- 
er who was ever mocked by the 
ribald and profane! Here He 
means every’. Bible believer’s 
pleading for people to take Christ 
and salvation when the scientist 
mocked and abused Bible believers 
as ‘naive and illiterate. Then there 
is a murderous quality in Christ 
rejection. In the next verse these 
are called “those murderers.” 


We need not be surprised at that. 
It has been proven already in tens 
of thousands of cases where men 
died for the Gospel. 


In Matthew 6:24, Jesus said, 
“No man can serve two masters: 
for either he will hate the one, 
and love the other: or else he will 
hold to the one and despise the 
other. Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon.” 


One who does not love Jesus 
will hate Him. One who does not 
hold to the Lord Jesus and cling 
to Him will despise Him! It is 
love or hate. It is acceptance or 
rejection. It is to crown Jesus or 
to crucify Him. There is no other 
eventual alternate. 

We need not be surprised then 
if the servant is sometimes hated 
as our Lord is hated. “If the 
world hate you, ye know that it 
hated me before it hated you,” 
Jesus said (John 15:18). And here 
we learn that the servant is not 
greater than his Lord, 


that persecution of Christians is 
not because they are saved, but 
because they try to get people 
to the wedding feast. A man quits 
cursing and he is not persecuted 
for that. A man quits getting 
drunk and so holds a better job, 
gets more pay. He is not perse- 
cuted for that. A man tells the 
truth instead of lying, and people 
may think he was silly to be 
virtuous, but they do not beat 
him or kill him for that. Stephen 
died for preaching the Gospel. 
Paul was hated and imprisoned 
and slain for preaching the Gos- 
pel. There has never been.a time 
when people were killed simply 
because they were ordinary moral 
people., People are killed because 
they stand up for Christ, they 
press the claims of the Gospel. 
And so these servants, pleading 
with people to come to the great 
wedding supper which the king 
has made for his son, are spite- 
fully entreated and slain! 


Does it seem these days that 
Christianity is popular with the 
world? But it is only Christianity 
with no rebuke for sin, with no 
insistence on the new birth, the 
kind of Christianity that does not 
make a conscience uneasy, that 
does make sleep flee away, that 
does not wet a pillow with tears 
of penitence. The kind of Chris- 
tianity which pleases the world 
is not the New Testament kind. 
There ought to be, and there will 
be, some reproach always on those 
who labor and weep to get the 
wedding filled with guests! 


II, Judgment on Sin and Sin- 

ners When Jesus Comes 

Oh, we will learn much about 
Christ and salvation and how God 
feels toward men and toward sin 
if we listen carefully to the words 
of Jesus in the story of the wed- 
ding feast which a king made for 
his son. 


1. “But When the King Heard 
Thereof, He Was Wroth” 
That is what Jesus said! In 
verse 7, we learn that when the 
king heard about those who spite- 
fully entreated his servants and 
Slew them, then “he was wroth.” 


People do not like any preach- 
ing about the wrath of God 
though that is-a scriptural term. 


And we ought to notice also 


—,. 


A woman wrote the other day 


to say that “The Sword Of The 
Lord” was a hateful name, that 
God would have nothing to do 
with that or with any weapon. 
She was silly, of course. She had 
not read the Bible or she did not 
believe it. Here Jesus pictures God 
the Father as angry with Christ 
rejecters. 


That is taught many places in 
the Bible. In Psalm 7:11 the 
Scripture says, “God judgeth the 
righteous, and God is angry with 
the wicked every day.” God is 
angry with the wicked every day! 

God is particularly angry with 
those who knowingly, persistently 
reject the Saviour. In plain words 
we have it in John. 3:36, “He 
that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that be- 
lieveth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him.” Oh, the anger of God 
hangs like a suspended sword of 
judgment over every Christ-reject- 
ing sinner! 

Do you remember the story of 
the sword of the Damocles? Dam- 
ocles wanted to be king. He felt 
it would be wonderful to sit on 
the throne. When his wish was 
granted he felt some strange un- 
ease. In looking up he saw a

great sword suspended by a hair 
over his head. Oh, Christ-rejecting 
sinner, a sword of judgment, the 
holy wrath of God, hangs over 
your head and one day, if you do 
not flee to Jesus for mercy, it 
will fall upon you. God is angry 
with the wicked. 


And every preacher who preach- 
es, every Sunday School teacher, 
every personal worker who pleads 
with people to be saved, remember 
this; the lost people had better 
hear you. If they do not, they 
incur the wrath of God. The King 
is wroth with those who spitefully 
entreat His servants. He is angry 
with those who turn down the 
Saviour. 

John the Baptist preached that 
many should “flee from the wrath 
to come” .(Matt. 3:7). I do not 
wonder that when Jesus is come 
back to the earth kings of the 
earth and ‘great men and cap- 
tains and slaves and free men will 
hide themselves in dens and rocks 
of the mountains and cry to the 
mountains and rocks, “Fall on us, 
and hide us from the face of him 
that sitteth on the throne, and 
from the wrath of the Lamb: For 
the great day of his wrath is 
come; and who shall be able to 
stand?” (Rev. 6:16, 17).. Oh, the 
wrath of the Lamb of God will 
be terrible for Christ-rejecting 
sinners! 

I know that God is a God of 
love and mercy. But God is a 


righteous God. And when love and 
mercy are spurned, there is noth- 
ing left but the holy justice and 
anger of a holy God. I know that 
Jesus is Saviour, but He is also 
Judge and “God hath committed 
all judgment unto the Son.” And 
it is the Lord Jesus Himself, we 
are told, the Son of man, who 
will say to them on the left hand, 
“Depart from me, ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil and his angels” (Matt. 
29:41), 


2 The King “Destroyed 
Those Murderers” 
The anger of the king on those 
who rejected his loving invitation 
and scorned his son and spitefully 


entreated his messengers, that 
anger was terrible. “He was 
wroth: and he sent forth his 


armies, and destroyed those mur- 
derers, and burned up their city.” 
Christ rejecters are _ essentially 
murderers. And here the Lord 
tells us and at least infers the 
coming destruction physically of 
nations and cities and governments 
and institutions of this Christ-re- 
jecting earth. 


It is a truth not as much be- 
lieved and not as much preached 
as it once was, that God often 
sends sudden death to those who 
are outrageous and arrogant in 
rejecting Christ. Proverbs 29:1 
says, “He, that being often reprov- 
ed hardeneth his neck, shall sud- 


denly be destroyed, and that with- 
out remedy.” Again and again I 
have seen sinners who were often 
warned, sinners much pleaded 
with, sinners who faced the claims 
of Christ. and rejected Him con- 
tinually, brought to sudden and 
terrible end. In Waxahachie, Tex- 
as, in the midst of a great revival, 
One drunken young man _ who 
sneered at the revival was killed 
terribly in an automobile accident. 
Another young man with whom 
many pleaded was suddenly killed 
as a wrecker was knocked over, 
crushing him to death. Another 
man, deeply convicted at hearing 
the Gospel, was found — shot 
through the heart by some un- 
known. assailant. 


In Roosevelt, Oklahoma, an 
arrogant sinner openly and boldly 
rejecting Christ was suddenly 
killed, cut in two by a train. In 
Kaw, Oklahoma, an Indian young 
man was killed by a train after 
promising to come to the revival 
and then getting drunk. In Deca- 
tur, Texas, a young mocker who 
stopped to talk to one of the con- 
verts had his horse fall suddenly, 
breaking the rider’s poor sinful 
neck! And who knows but that 
in countless cases those who die 
suddenly, unexpectedly, die from 
the wrath of God over their re- 
jection of Christ and their insults 
to those who would win them! 

But here the story is about the 
wedding supper, and the things 


involved. And so let us say that 
the Lord must: particularly point 
to the great series of judgments 
that will follow the coming of 
Christ. For one thing, this world 
will pass under the raging rule 
of the Antichrist. Many Scriptures 
show that one half the population 
of the earth will be slain in those 
terrible days. Revelation 6:8 tells 
us how one fourth part of the 
people of the earth will die “with 
sword, and with hunger, and with 
death, and with the beasts of the 
earth.” Then as the plagues are 
poured out, we are told that God 
will loose four angels “for to slay 
the third part of men” yet alive 
(Rev. 9:15). When the restraining 
influence of the saints of God and 
the Holy Spirit who dwells in the 
saints are taken away, then oh, 
what disaster will fall upon this 
earth! I do not wonder that men 
will beg to die and cannot die, 
that “in those days shall men 
seek death, and shall not find it; 
and shall desire to die, and death 
shall flee from them” (Rev. 9:6). 


And then when Jesus comes 
back to the earth He will come 
in judgment. He will come to 
tread ‘‘the winepress of the fierce- 
ness and wrath of Almighty God” 
(Rev. 19:15). This was foretold in 
Isaiah 63:1: “Who is this that 
cometh from Edom, with dyed 
garments from  Bozrah? this 
that is glorious in his ap- 
parel, travelling the great- 


in 


ness of his strength? I that 
speak in righteousness, mighty to 
save.” But the question is asked, 
“Wherefore art thou red in thine 
apparel, and thy garments like 
him that treadeth in the wine- 
fat?” The answer is given, “I have 
trodden the winepress alone; and 
of the people there was none with 
me: for I will tread them in mine 
anger, and trample them in my 
fury; and their blood shall be 
sprinkled upon my garments, and 
I will stain all my raiment. For 
the day of vengeance is in mine 
heart, and the year of my redeem- 
ed is come” (Isa. 63:1-4). 

The remnant of Israel left alive 
in this judgment will be brought 
to the wilderness of wanderings 
and there the rebels will be pur- 
ged out (Ezek. 20:33-38). The 
Gentiles left alive will be brought 
to Jerusalem for judgment, and 
to those on the left hand the 
Lord Jesus will say, “Depart from 
me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire’ (Matt. 25:41). 

We had as well accept it that 
the God of love is also a God of 
wrath. The God of righteousness is 
a God of punishment. The God who 
invites people to Heaven is the God 
who sends Christ rejecters to Hell,

III. Gathering for the Great 
~ Wedding Feast 


Why did Jesus tell the story 
of the wedding feast to His dis- 
ciples in those dark hours before 
His crucifixion? Because He want- 
ed them to keep in mind the soul- 
winning work, looking toward this 
grand time of reaping and reunion, 
and of awards and fulfillment. 


1. The Servants Were to Invite 
All to the Wedding Feast 


It is true that first the servants 
went to those who were previously 
bidden. But these were not wor- 
thy. And the king had plenty of 
room at the feast. “Then saith he 
to his servants, The wedding is 
ready, but they which were bidden 
were not worthy. Go ye therefore 
into the highways, and as many 
as ye Shall find, bid to the mar- 
riage” (Matt, 22:8, 9); 


There are foolish men, and I 
think often arrogant men, per- 
verted men, who say that Jesus 
did not die for the whole world 
and that some are predestined 
to be damned; they thus excuse 
their prayerlessness and power- 
lessness. They thus set themselves 
apart as superior beings predes- 
tined to be saved while others are 
to be damned. But they do not 
properly represent the Lord Jesus. 

Jesus is not just the Saviour 
of some, but He is “the Saviour 
of the world.” He is “the Light of 
the world.” We are told that “God 
so: loved the world’—the whole 
world, not a single soul left out, 
“that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever’’—not a se- 
lected few but every poor hungry 
heart that would believe and ac- 
cept, “should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” 


Did Jesus die for a_ selected 
few? No, for “God is no respecter 
of persons.” Instead we are plain- 
ly told that “He is the propitia- 
tion for our sins: and not for our’s 
only, but also for the sins of the 
whole world” (I John 2:2). We 
are plainly told about the dear 
Lord that He is “not willing that 
any should perish, but that all 
should come to repentance” (II 
Peter 3:9). And the last invita- 
tion in the Bible plainly urges 
all of us to join in the invitation, 
“The Spirit and the bride say, 
Come. And let him that heareth 
say, Come. And let him that is 
athirst come. AND WHOSOEVER 
WILL, let him take the water 
of life freely” (Rev. 22:17). 

Oh, I have a hallelujah in my 
soul that every poor sinner in 
the universe is invited. There is 
room for all. The Lord Jesus did 
not even talk of the heavenly 
mansions without saying; “In my 
Father’s house are many man- 
sions.” If there had’ not been 
enough He would have said so, 
He tells us. So you and I may 
boldly go to every sinner in the 
world and tell them that Jesus 
meant them, that they are invit-

ed, that they are included in His 
love and His invitation. 


2. “All Things Are Ready,” 
a Free Banquet Already 
Provided For 
This is not a “covered dish 
luncheon” where everybody brings 
a dish and the church furnishes 
the bread and pickles and coffee! 
No, the king says, “My oxen and 
my fatlings are killed, and all 
things are ready.” Oh, how many 
wonderful foods he had collected 
and prepared for the wedding! 


Often kind hostesses do the 
best they can to make a lovely 
meal. I have eaten the delicacies 
of every section of America: 
scrapple and oysters in Philadel- 
phia; baked beans and cod fish 
in Boston; lobsters in Maine; 
home-cured ham and ,grits and 
brown gravy in the South; or 
spoon bread or cornbread and tur- 
nip greens. I have eaten the sea 
food gumbo of Louisiana, with 
rice and pinto beans and salt 
pork; the beef steaks in Texas; 
the swordfish in California; and 
the moose steaks in Wyoming. 
But oh, whoever had such a glor- 
ious meal as will be prepared for 
the wedding feast! And it is all 
ready. Nobody pays! Nobody 
works at it! Nobody deserves it! 

I am glad for a salvation that 
is already completely paid for. On 
the cross Jesus cried out trium- 
phantly, “It is finished!” (John 
19:30). I need not add one stroke 
of work, one penny to the price, 
one tear, one prayer, one rite of 
the church. There is nothing I 
can do or need to do to prepare 
that supper. It is already ready! 
I can accept the blessed invitation 
and come freely, or I can stay 
away. But the supper is already 
prepared. 


I am glad for a salvation about 
which I can sing, “Jesus paid it 
all, All to Him I owe; Sin had 
left a crimson stain, He washed 
it white as snow.” 

O poor sinner, do not think that 
you can get yourself fit for Heaven 
or that you can earn it or buy it. 
Salvation is free. 


3. The Servants Brought In 
“Both Bad and Good” 

Once I was preaching on this 
wedding feast. and suddenly these 
words hit me with thunderous 
force. Who did they bring: in to 
the wedding? They brought in the 
bad and the good. Now if I had 
been writing it it might be I 
would have said that they brought 
in the good and the bad. But 
God puts the bad first. 


It may well be if I had been 
planning’ a wonderful banquet I 
would have brought. in only the 
good and not the bad at all. But 
God does not feel that way about 
it. 

The simple truth is that all 
are bad and none are good. But in 
the language of people, and in the 
opinions of men, some are bad 
and some are good. So Jesus made 
sure that we would understand 
it; He brought in the bad and 
the good. 

It may well be that some who 
read this are proud of your Chris- 
tian ancestry, proud that you 
grew up in the church, proud 
that you were never a drunkard 
or harlot or liar or thief, as far 
as the world knows. I remember 
that my father told us, boys when 
we were growing up that a Rice 
had never been arrested, a Rice 
had never spent a night in jail, 
that a Rice had always counted 
his word as good as his_ bond. 
It may be understood that I grew 
up with some pride. But oh, when 
it comes to the wedding supper 
we will sit down with Mary Mag- 
dalene who had seven devils, and 
with the poor sinning harlot wom- 
an who wept over the feet of 
Jesus, and with the dying thief 
who was not fit to live on earth 
but Jesus saved him and took 
him to. Heaven! Yes, and we will 
sit down with the river rat Jerry 
McAuley, and the drunken barber 
Mel Trotter, and the bums who 
are saved in rescue missions, from 
a thousand skid rows in this 


wicked world! And I look forward — 


to seeing the panderer converted in 
my campaign in Seattle, the dope 
head and seller converted in Sher- 
man, Texas, and thousands of 
drunkards saved from the slavery 
of booze in my campaigns. 

The Lord sent for “both bad 


and good.” And we will find one 
day that those of us who thought 
we were good will look no whiter 
and no better than all the poor

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drunkards and harlots and con- 
victs and infidels who have been 
washed in the blood of Jesus and 
have on the white robes of His 
righteousness! 

Yes, it is “both bad and good” 
who are invited to the marriage 
feast. And if some man reads this 
who is enslaved by sin, who has 
broken his wife’s heart, who has 
violated all his promises to his 
mother, who has been enslaved by 
passions and habits, that man is 
one for whom Jesus died and one 
to whom He sends this message 
today. He wants both bad and 
good! and so do I! 

Oh, such a salvation! “Not by 
works of righteousness which we 
have done, but according to his 
mercy he saved us, by the washing 
of regeneration, and renewing of 
the Holy Ghost” (Titus 3:5). 

Oh, what a salvation! I do not 
wonder that the Scripture calls 
it “so great salvation.” “ For by 
grace are ye saved through faith; 
and that not of yourselves: it is 
the gift of God: Not of works, 
lest any man should boast” (Eph. 
2:8, 9). Jesus died to save sinners, 
not good people, so everybody is 
invited. 


4. “The Wedding Was Furnished 
With Guests” 

I do not know what is the thing 
you work for, all you preachers, 
you Sunday School teachers, you 
church officers who read this ser- 
mon. But I know what was dear- 
est to the heart of Jesus Christ. 
Oh, the wedding supper, the mar- 
riage feast! Oh, we must have 
guests at the table! And so the 
servants may have butchered the 
king’s English, and they may have 
been impetuous and even emotion- 
al, but it did not matter just so 
they got all they could get, both 
bad and good, for the wedding. 

The thing that God is interested 
in is keeping people out of Hell. 
That is what Jesus died for. He 
said, “For the Son of man is come 
to seek and to save that which 
was lost” (Luke 19:10). And He 
said, “I came not: to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repent- 
ance” (Mark 2:17). Paul was in- 
spired to write, “This is a faith- 
ful saying, and worthy of all ac- 
ceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners; 
of whom I am chief” (I Tim. 
1:15). 

Christ came not to build a bet- 
ter world, not to promote educa- 
tion, nor benevolence, nor world 
peace, nor labor unions; not to 
build interragial comity, not to 
stop the testing of atom bombs. 
No, no, the one great passion of 
the Christian ought to be to make 
sure that “the wedding was fur- 
nished with guests.” That is the 
point of Christianity, the point 
of the Great Commission, the 
point of the Holy Spirit’s endu- 
ment of power. And that is the 
labor for Christians, the call of 
the ministry. That is the purpose 
of Sunday Schools and all the 
other work of God. Oh, let us get 
guests ready for the heavenly 
wedding feast! 


IV. The Gate Crasher Without 
a Wedding Garment 


It is startling language we read 
about a gate crasher who forced 
his way into the wedding. 

“And when the king came in 
to see the guests, he saw there 
a man which had not on a wed- 
ding garment: And he said unto 
him, Friend, how camest thou in 
hither not having a wedding gar- 
ment? And he was speechless.” 
Does anyone get to Heaven who 
Is really not saved? Well, at least 
some hope to, and some would 
like to sit down at the wedding 
feast without the garment of sal- 
vation. 

Here are great lessons for us. 


1, Some Insist on Coming Some 
Other. Way But the 
Gospel Way 

it is a teaching throughout the 
Bible, as Jesus teaches it here, 
that some want to be saved, but 
will not come God’s way. Jesus 
Said in John 10:1, “He that enter- 
eth not by the door into the sheep- 
fold, but climbeth up some other 
Way, the same is a thief and a 
robber.” 

In Matthew 7:21-23 Jesus gives 
solemn warning that not all who 
Say “Lord, Lord” shall enter the 
kingdom of Heaven, but only “He 
that doeth the will of my Father 
whieh is in heaven,” that is, God’s 
Way of getting saved and God’s 
will about salvation. And then He 
Said, “Many will say to me in that 


day, Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in thy name? and in 
thy name have cast out devils? and 
in thy name done many wonderful 
works? And then will I profess 
unto them, I never knew you; 
depart from me, that work in- 
iquity” (Matt. 7:22.23). 


People want to get into Heaven 
not by the blood, but by their 
works; not by a new birth, but 
by rites and ceremonies. And to 
all these Jesus will say, “I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity.” That will 
happen to preachers. That. will 
happen to those who have pro- 
phesied and cast out devils, this 
Scripture indicates. 


Is it not strange that people 
would want to reach Heaven who 
would, not love and trust Jesus 
Christ? Is it not strange that peo- 
ple want to get in by rites of 
the church or by the oaths of the 
lodges or by the ordinary require- 
ments of human decency, instead 


of by the supernatural work of 
Christ? 


2. The Interloper “Was 
Speechless” 


Yes, when the king said to. the 
gate crasher, “Friend, how camest 
thou in hither not having a wed- 
ding garment? the man could not 
answer, ‘And he was speechless.” 

He is not speechless now. I 
think I met that man the other 
day.. He was telling me that if 
a man keeps his lodge oaths, sub- 
dues his passions, loves his fel- 
low man, pays his honest debts, 
cares for his family, he will get 
to Heaven all right. If he lives 
on the square and compass, he 
said, that is better than being 
a Christian. He is not speechless 
now. 


Or maybe “+ was another man 
I met the other day. He had been 
confirmed. He.had been baptized. 
He regularly attended the church. 
No, he had not been born again, 
but he did not need to be born 
again, he was all right. He was 
better than most people are, he 
said. . 

Those who reject Christ have 
plenty to say now. They say there 
are hypocrites in the church, or 
preachers are preaching for mon- 
ey, or they -knew a deacon once 
who got drunk, or the church 
just wants the poor people’s mon- 
ey, or science has proved that the 
Bible is out of date. I say they are 
not speechless now, these Christ 
rejecters, but one day they will 
be! 

Oh, I will be glad when I can 
see Nels Ferre, he the author of 
the many books, he who says Je- 
Sus was not sinless, he who said 
that Jesus might well have been 
the son of a blonde German sol- 
dier inthe Roman army and harlot 
Mary who hung around the army 
camp—lI will be so glad when I 
see Nels Ferre speechless! Or Bis- 
hop Oxnam, the infidel in bishop 
robes, who says that the God of 
the Old Testament is a “dirty 
bully’! I will be glad when God 
shuts his mouth, too. And all those 
who talk about “the results of 
scholarship,’ and of the “myths 
and legends in the Bible.” And all 
those who talk about two Isaiahs 
and four writers of the book of 
Deuteronomy, and say that Daniel 
was written centuries after it 
claims to have been written, and 
say that the blood atonement was 
not taught by Jesus, but was 
made up by Paul the apostle—lI 
will be glad to see all these loud 
mouths when they look into the 
face of God, and when they can 
find no words to excuse their re- 
jection of Christ and their turn- 
ing away from the blood! 

Oh, reader, I beg you in Jesus’ 
name that you do not wait till 
that time, but shut your mouth 
now and become speechless! In 
Romans 3:19 we are told, “Now 
we know that what things soever 
the law saith, it saith to them 
who are under the law: that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may become guilty before 
God.” What God wants is every 
man to stop his excuses, stop his 
alibis, stop his ‘accusation of 
Christians, stop his criticism of 
the Bible, and shut his mouth. 
Every poor sinner needs to say, 
‘“T have no excuse, I have no 
answer, I am a poor, wicked, un- 
done sinner. I ask for mercy.” 
God wants every mouth stopped 
of its boasting, every mouth stop- 
ped of its excuses, and willing to 
take freely the blessed gift that 
God has—salvation for sinners, 
through Jesus Christ. 


It is better to stop your excuses 
and arguments with God _ now, 
than to wait till it is too late. 


3. This Interloper Had Not 
“the Wedding Garment” 


Why was the man ejected from 
the wedding feast because he had 
not on some special wedding gar- 
ment? 


Because at that glorious wed- 
ding feast when Jesus Christ re- 
ceives His own, God the Father 
will insist that only those can 
enter who have on the robe of 
righteousness furnished by Jesus 
Christ. 


In Isaiah 61:10 we are told, 
“I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, 
my soul shall be joyful in my 
God; for he hath clothed me with 
the garments of salvation, he hath 
covered me with the robe of right- 
eousness, as a bridegroom decketh 
himself with ornaments, and as 
a bride adorneth herself with her 
jewels.” 

The wedding garment is “the 
garments of salvation,” “the robe 
of righteousness.” It is really the 
righteousness of Jesus Christ. 

And in this glorious -Old Testa- 
ment verse we are told that the 
poor sinner is covered with the 
robe of righteousness “as a bride- 
groom decketh himself with orna- 
ments, and as a bride adorneth 
herself with her jewels.” 

Here is a strange and wonderful 
truth in a seeming contradiction. 
It is the garment like the groom’s 
but like the bride’s also! Here one 
who is saved has a robe of right- 
eousness “as a bridegroom decketh 
himself with ornaments.” And that 
is exactly right. For the white 
robe of righteousness I shall wear 
will be the righteousness of Jesus 
Christ Himself! David said, “I 
will behold thy face in righteous- 
ness: I shall be satisfied, when 
I awake, with thy likeness” (Ps. 
17:15). ‘So every sinner who is 
forgiven and cleansed will look 
like Jesus Christ and will have the 
same righteousness as Jesus. 

Sometimes I sing that sweet old 
song: 

Oh, to be like Thee! 

Oh, to be like Thee, 

Blessed Redeemer, pure as Thou 

art; 

Come in Thy sweetness, 

Come in Thy fullness; 

Stamp Thine own image deep 

on my heart. 

Thank God, when I awake in 
Heaven I will be in the image of 
God’s dear Son and I will have 


}on the same robe of His righteous- 


ness. 

So it is “as a bridegroom deck- 
eth himself with oraments,” but 
it is also “as a bride adorneth her- 
self with her jewels,” for although 
this parable talks of all of us 
who come as the wedding guests, 
yet in truth we are also the 
bride! And so my garments will 
be like those of the bridegroom, 
and they will be also like the 
jewels of the bride! 

We remember that Adam and 
Eve, after their sin, found them- 
selves naked and clothed them- 
selves with fig leaves. But when 
the Lord forgave them He saw 
their poor foolish substitute very 


poorly covering their nakedness. 


So He killed an innocent animal 
(the first blood ever shed in this 
universe as far as we know), and 
He made them garments of skin 
to cover their nakedness! And 
that represented Jesus dying for 
the sinner and furnishing the 
covering for our sins! 

And on the cross they stripped 
off of Jesus that seamless robe, 
and a poor sinful soldier cast lots 
for it and took it for his own. 
But Jesus took off the robe of 
righteousness so we might wear 
it. 

That was the trouble with the 
Jews in Paul’s time—they did not 
accept the righteousness of God. 
Paul said, “For I bear them re- 
cord that they have a zeal of God, 
but not according to knowledge. 
For they being ignorant of God’s 
righteousness, and going about 
to establish their. own righteous- 
ness, have not submitted them- 
selves unto the righteousness of 
God. For Christ is the end of the 
law for righteousness to every one 
that believeth’ (Rom, 10:2-4),
